It will be a physical test, not a 
beauty contest. 

The children may be registered and 
examined at the contest rooms on the 
fair grounds on the mornings and after- 
noons of August 30 and 31. and the 
morning of September 1. Examina- , 
tions of the babies will be conducted ] 
by various physicians from throughout 
the county who will use the score card 
complied for such contests by the Amer- 
ican Medical association, and the prizes 
will be awarded on the physical merits 
of the children. 

The prizes, which will be cash, will 
be four in number and will consist of a 
first prize of $10 with a second, third and 
fourth of $5 each. 

In connection with the contest, it is 
planned to have a small exhibit of pro- 
per children's clothing and toys, to- 
gether with an exhibit from the stntp 
board of health, numerous posters and 
for free distribution, literature dealing 
with care of the baby. Each afternoon 
in the exhibition room, there will be 
fifteen minutes talk by county physic- 
ians on general care and feeding of 
children which should prove of the" 
greatest interest and help to all moth- 
ers. • 

A babies rest and play room has also 
been planned. A sand pile and toys 
will furnish pleasure for the wideawake 
youngsters while the sleepy ones may 
take their naps under the competent 
care of the women of this committee. 
The babies may be checked and left 
here for a period of not over two hours 
for the sum of 10 cents. It is believed l 
this will prove a boom to both tired I 
mothers and babies alike. 

This is one of the first baby contests 
held In Lake county in' which all the 
babies of the county may be entered 
and it is hoped that mothers will take 
advantage of the opportunity to find 
out along what particular lines their 
babies need help. The rule of the fair 
that all exhibitors shall pay.an entry 
fee has been waived in regard to the 
babies and it will cost nothing to enter 
your baby in the contest.

dollars. I don't know what the fisher- 
men will do unless the weather gets a 
littie more favorable before long. 

The extremely hot weather, accord- 
ing to Cnpt, Smith, is the cause for the 
condition. The winds also have been 
most unfavora le. As this veteran 
fisherman explains it, the weather has 
been so hot that the fish will not ven- 
ture near the surface as they cannot 
stand the warm water. Neither will 
they remain near the bottom of the 
lake because the water there is so ex- 
tremely cold. 'The'fi-h seek the happy 
medium and keep about midway be- 
tween the bottom of the lake and the 
surface. At this point they are out of 
r.'nch of the fishermen. 

This applies especially to the trout. 
Few of these species of fish have been 
caught.in several- weeks. -Occassional- 
ly there is a small catch of ciseoes or 
perch, but these catches are so small 
and so far between that they bring 
little revenue to the fisherman. 

What the fishermen are waiting for 
now is for a continued southwest wind 
which they say will enable them to put 
out their pond-nets with a fair chance 
of making some fair catches.

BEAUTY OF HOME GROUNDS 



By H. H. SHEPARD. 



The immediate grounds abont the 
farm or home dwelling can be made 
beautiful and sanitary as few other 
places can. The home grounds should 
be ample, as large as 1b consistent with 
the size of the dwelling, and much 
larger than most farm home grounds 
are. 

An acre is not too much. Some mny 
think that an acre of ground is too 
much to waste on a simple doorynrd, 
but It must be remembered thnt this 
part of the farm Is where the farmer 
and his family live and spend a great- 
er part of their time, nnd thnt the bet- 
ter tlie home grounds the better will be 
the life of the family. 

It Is a wrong estimate of life nnd 
property to be forever making money 
to cnlnrge Uie farm in area, buying 
extra tracts of land for future use, 
and not Improve nnd ranke tho best 
of the little spot where the wife and 
children must spend nearly all of the 
best part of life. 

Some look forward to and prepare 
too much pleasure to come and do not 
expend any means on making the pres- 
ent the very best that It can be. They 
let the home grounds nnd surround- 
ings remain shabby nnd unimproved, 
expending the extra money on prop- 
erty to be handed down to children, or 
putting it In the bnnk. 

This Is wrong when there is any 
neglect in home improvement. If the 
children need help, by all means they 
need It now while they nre helpless 
more than when they grow up and will 
be able to fully care for themselves, 
perhaps much better than we ever 
shall be able to care for them. 

They need the comforts, healthful- 
ness and beautifying influences of 
good home nnd surroundings in order 
to make them healthy, strong, beauti- 
ful and good. These are infinitely bet- 
ter than Inherited renl estate, per- 
sonal property or money. 

The child whose home life Is perfect 
for physical and mental development 
will go out Into the world with a rich 
heritage. If the home Is beautiful and 
attractive the chlld"when grown older 
will love to'come back to visit the par- 
ents who made the home. 

The grounds surrounding the farm 
dwelling should be well drained nnd 
graded to suit the location. The main 
open part of the space should be n 
lawn of good grnss and be kept- mown 
low nt all times, so thnt air und sun- 
light mny purify the soil. 

The lawn Is for use, to walk and 
piny on, nnd should be laid out with 
that in view. "Keep oft the grass" 
may he ull right for city parks, but 
the home lawn is a green-carpeted outr 
door floor for everyday use. 

Abundance of flowers, shrubs and 
trees arc essentials for completing the 
picture, but flowers and shrubs must 
be massed In clumps and borders 
along the sides, and tho trees must 
be grouped In one place, preferably 
the rear or somewhut removed from 
one Bide of the dwelling. 

Under the trees, In the cool, Bhady 
part of the grounds, a children's play- 
house or rustic, open structure Is a 
good place for rest and play for both 
young nnd old. We can never get too 
much of the open nir, even though we 
live In the country; and such a cov- 
ered place under the trees makes a 
fine nook in which to read or take" a 



nap and fully enjoy the sweets of out- 
door life. 

Such a playhouse is dear to the 
henrts of children, nnd they will spend 
many happy, hours each day there, 
when, if no such provision were made, 
they would be In places in which we 
would not want them. 

For wet weather concrete walks are 
comfortable and economical. They are 
cheaply and easily made. They need 
not necessarily be wide, but there 
should be enough of them so that all 
outbuildings and other much-frequent- 
ed places can be reached without 
walking on the wet ground. Walks a 
foot wide are much better than none, 
nnd such can be made at a trifling 
cost 

The barn nnd entire group of farm 
buildings, together . with tho grounds 
they occupy, may be made to har- 
monize in a general vvay by proper 
construction, arrangement and paint- 
ing. The ground about the barn and 
other feed and stock buildings, which 
for convenience are located near the 
dwelling, mny, nnd should be, as neat 
nnd clean us the home grounds proper. 
This is both good farm management 
nnd n mark of good taste nud char- 
acter on the part of the furmer. 

Good fences around nil the home 
grounds and lots aro a necessary con- 
venience, and keeping them In good 
repair adds to the neatness and heuuty 
of the picture as a whole. 

A four-room cottage designed after 
our own ideas, in a garden made with 
our own hands, is better than a ten- 
room flat designed by the greatest ar- 
chitect and set on top of a twelve- 
story building in a noisy city. 



CULTURE OF HARDY ANNUALS 



By LIMA R. ROSE. 



Seeds of hardy annuals should ho 
sown early, in shallow boxes or pots 
and placed in a warm window, or a 
hotbed. A second sowing ought to be 
made from two to four weeks after 
for a Buccesslon, as well as to pro- 
vide against failure the first time. 

Tho most convenient receptacle for 
seed is a shallow box from two to 
three inches deep and of any con- 
venient size. 

The best soil for all of the smaller 
kinds is a very fine, rich, sandy loam. 
Tho very best soil Is that taken from 
old hotbeds, or from old pasturo land, 
piled up In Bods and allowed to rot 
for two or three years and then mixed 
with sand and a llttlo old stable ma- 
nure. 

Give tho tiny plants plenty of air 
and moisture, yet not too much water, 
or they will "damp off." Get pots two 
Inches or more in diameter and plant 
the young seedlings along the edgeB 
of. tho pots, so that as soon as tho 
ground is warm enough they can bo 
easily turned out and planted singly, 
as by that time they will havo good 
roots. 

Do not cover seeds too deeply. This 
is a common and disastrous mistake.

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Co-Operative Creameries Show 

Tremendous Increase in 

Butter Production. 

The Dairy Commissioner, at first an- 
nual convention of Saskatchewan 
Dairymen's association, reviewed pro- 
gress of 1015 which shows . groat In- 
crease In the butter production of file 
co-operative creameries amounting to 
1,500,000 lbs. lie also said the Im- 
provement In quality is shown by the 
preference accorded Saskatchewan 
butter In outside markets. Shipments 
out of the province for the year to- 
taled 52 carloads. 

According to bulletin Just issued by 
the Munltoba department of agricul- 
ture, the dairy Industry had a very 
successful year In 1015. There was an 
Increase of over 1.000,000 lbs. of cream- 
ery butter produced," ns against the 
previous yenr, about 2GQ.000 lbs. in- 
crease In dairy butter and over 25,000 
lbs. Increase In the cheese output. The 
incrense of the total vnlue of milk and 
milk products was over $427,000. The 
production of. dairy butter for Mani- 
toba during the year wns 4,150,444 lbs. 
und It brought an average price of 23c 
per lb.; of creamery butter 5,839,007 
lbs. were produced which commanded 
2t)c per lb. on the average; cheese pro- 
duction was 720,725 lbs. which sold at 
nn a vera go price of 15c — the total 
vnlue of those three products is given 
ns $2,700,003,' In addition, to which the 
milk produced Is valued at $1)25,050 
nnd the cream at §158,827, the average 
price of the milk being reckoned at 
2.1c per lb. and of sweet cream at 32c 
per lb. butter-fat.* In connection with 
the dairy industry it is Interesting to 
note that almost the most Important 
fodder crop now Is corn, of which the 
1015 production amounted to 190,132 
tons. The" biggest cultivated fodder 
crop Is timothy which for Inst season 
produced 103,357 tons nnd the next 
roost populnr crop was brome grass 
with 45,815 tons; of alfalfa and clover 
there were produced some 38,000 tons. 
The number of cattle In the province 
is given ns 031,005, which Is an in- 
crease of 130,000 over the previous 
year. , 

The fact that the Red Deer, Alberta, 
cheese factory is handling four times 
ns much mill: this season as lost win- 
ter shows the growing Improvement In 
the dairy Industry. On Feb. 14, It was 
announced the factory hnd Just 
shipped two tons of cheese for Calgary 
market. 

Cardston, Alberta, creamery In 1915 
paid Its patrons a rate of 27%c per 
lb. for butter fnt and had a profit re- 
maining over nil expenses of §5,584. 
The creamery during season distrib- 
uted nmong farmers .$01,117 and manu- 
factured 250,000 lbs. butter nnd 13,000 
lbs. cheese. Average price realized for 
butter was 28%. cents. 

The development of the dairy Indus- 
try of Northern Alberta Is well Indi- 
cated by the- growth of a prominent 
dairy business here, which In 1915 pro- 
duced 2,525,000 lbs. butter, an Increase 
of 400.000 lbs. over the previous year.

Certain phases of the 
construction were accomplished by 
orlgfnul methods which have attracted 
the attention of engineers. 

The unit system wns followed In 
erected the trestle which Is 20 feet in 
height nnd provides u roadway 21 feet 
wide. It Is supported on re-enforced 
concrete piles, each weighing from 
three to five tons, that were driven Into 
plnce. The floor consists of precast 
slabs. Four of these wero placed slid? 
by side to span the 20-foot gaps be- 
tween the bents, the full width of the 
structure. The parts were so carefully 
designed nnd put together that the 
completed trestle is a monolithic struc- 
ture.

within the past few years'* nnd It is to 
be hoped und expected that within the 
next ton yours the. Industry will de- 
velop to the fullest limit of the mar- 
ket demands. The latter will, of 
course,* be stimulated nnd developed 
by the Increasing popular appreciation 
of this product. In some cities and 
towns there Is alrendy n good market 
demand for mushrooms, while In oth- 
ers they may be sold only directly to 
special customers. This should be 
borne In mind by prospective growers. 
Success In mushroom growing de- 
pends on Intelligent study of condi- 
tions and on experience. While many 
American growers have boon success- 
ful in the production of mushrooms, n 
much larger number have failed. In 
most cases failures have been due to 
one or more of the following causes: 

(1) The use of poor spawn, or of 
spawn which has been killed by Im- 
proper Ktornge. 

(2) Spawning at a temperature In- 
juriously high. 

(3) The use of too much wnter 
either at the time of spawning or later. 

(•1) Unfavorable temperature dur- 
ing the growing period. 

Mushrooms may be grown In any 
place where the conditions of tempera- 
ture and moisture nre favorable. A 
shed, collar, cave or* vacant space In 
a greenhouse may be utilized to ad- 
vantage for this purpose. The most 
essential factor, 'perhaps, Is that of 
temperature. The proper ■.temperature 
ranges from 5'J degrees to GO degrees 
Fahrenheit, with the best from 55 de- 
grees to '5S degrees Fahrenheit. It is 
unsafe to attempt to grow mushrooms 
on a commercial basis, according to 
our present knowledge of 'the subject, 
at a temperature much less than 50 
degrees or greater than 03 .degrees 
Fahrenheit. Any severe changes of 
temperature retard growth or else act 
Injuriously, and many changes of tem- 
perature would entirely destroy the 
profits of the mushroom crop. From 
this It Is evident that In many places 
mushrooms may not be grown as n 
summer crop. With artificial heat they 
may be grown almost nnywhere 
throughout the winter. Moreover, It 
Is very probable that In this country 
open-air culture must be limited to a 
few sections, and restricted, commer- 
cially at least, to a single season. 

A second Important factor Is that 
of moisture. The place should not be 
very damp, or constantly dripping 
with water. Under such conditions 
successful commercial work Is not pos- 
sible. A place whore It Is possible to 
maintain a fairly moist condition of 
the atmosphere, nnd having such 
capability for ventilation as will cause 
at least a gradual evaporation Is, by 
general practice and by the most ex- 
tensive experimentation, shown to be 
necessary. With too rapid ventilation 
nnd the consequent necessity of re- 
pented applications of water to the 
mushroom bed no mushroom crop will 
attain the highest perfection. 

Cello rs, caves and abandoned mines, 
or specially constructed houses, nre 
used for growing mushrooms, because 
In such plnces only can the conditions 



room production In such structures 
may be greatly extended. 

Cellars are very commonly used In 
producing mushrooms for family use. 
N'aturnl or artificial caves are of the 
ilrst Importance, however, for coin- 
in erclnl- work, since the situation of 
those below the surface will best in- 
sure n temperature throughout ulmost 
the entire yenr more or less close to 
that which Is desired. 

In the growing of mushrooms for 
commercial purposes, the beds should 
be constructed of stable manure which 
has been fermented or composted. 
Many experiments huve been made 
looking , toward the substitution of 
other composts or waste products for 
stuble manure, but nothing has yet 
been found which may be more highly 
recommended. Fresh manure should 
be obtained, and this should Include 
the litter used for bedding the unl- 
fnnls, unless the latter consists of 
coarse wends. It Is a great mistake, 
in n commercial way, to attempt to 
use manure free from straw. Again, 
stable manure which has been well 
trampled Is nearly always well pre- 
served, and Is frequently much richer 
than any other kind. 

The manure should be piled In heaps 
about three feet deep when well 
pressed down with the fork, and those 
piles may be of considerable extent. 
It should be watered until well moist- 
ened throughout, hut not drenched. 
In the course of four or live days or a 
week It will he necessary to fork over 
or "turn" the manure. -A second turn- 
ing will be required usually in from 
seven to ton days, and It may be neces- 
sary to water again If the material has 
suffered considerable drying out. If 
well pressed down and merely moist, 
the manure will not burn, and, more- 
over, there will he no tendency for a 
sour fermentation to become estab- 
lished. In from 15 to 21 days, 
depending upon the conditions, the 



present time It Is not recommended to 
take the buttons; yet if there is a 
fancy trudo for these It should be met 
Little or no gain of weight occurs in 
the mushroom, however, after the veil 
begins to break, so that the mush- 
rooms should not be left after this 
time. Flat tops ure a third-grade ar- 
ticle, but those, as well as all defec- 
tive mushrooms, should be sedulously 
removed from the bod every day. 

In picking, grasp the mushroom by 
the enp (a large one by both cup and 
stem), twisting It to remove It easily 
from the soil. Where the mushrooms 
come up In large united clusters, It 
will be best to cut them, In order not 
to disturb the mycelial connections of 
nil. Some good growers practice "cut- 
ting" throughout, but the stubs must 
decay nnd are a source of danger. 
After all good mushrooms from a clus- 
ter have been taken, remove any llesby

spawn masses adhering nnd add fresh 
loam. 

As they aro picked, the mushrooms 
are put Into shallow baskets and taken 
to u sorting and packing table. The 
stems are cut off and any adhering 
loam Is brushed from the cap. It la 
true that mushrooms keep somewhat 
bettor If the stub Is left attached and 
the loam removed by rubbing, but ex- 
cept In special cases this procedure is 
not to bo recommended. It Is not nec- 
essary to cut the stem off short, hut 
the market demands that there shall 
bo few long shanks. 

For the host trade It Is desirable to 
"sort" the mushrooms, pluclng only 
those of nearly the same size In the 
same packages. It Is certainly not 
well to pack together "broilers" nnd 
buttons, If this can be avoided. De-

Tho nctlon of tho wind 
appears to broaden tho lino of light- 
ning until it resembles a ribbon. Tho 
uniform broadening nlong the entire 
length of n lightning Hash has prob- 
ably never been observed.

of temperature and moisture bu best 
regulated. Cold Is less injurious to 
mushroom beds than heat. The for- 
mer renders the bed for n time unpro- 
ductive; but the latter stimulates tho 
spawn to too rapid growth, which Is 
usually followed by the production of 
unsalable mushrooms, or by the even- 
tual death of the* spawn, supposedly 
by damping off. 

Mushrooms may often be grown* In 
a very simply constructed shed or un- 
used barn which will provide against 
any sudden changes of the- tempera- 
ture, nnd when It is possible to employ^ 
artificial heat the seasou for mush- 



tonmornture will begin to fall, the 
violence of decomposition will begin 
to show a subsidence, and tho compost 
will be ready for the construction of 
the beds. Tho bacteria of rapid decay 
will become loss and loss abundant, 
nnd Anally, when the beds are pre- 
pared as subsequently described, the 
spawn will be able to grow In spite of 
the bacteria present. 

Mushroom beds nre of two general 
types (1) the lint hod, and (2) the 
ridge bed known as tho French type. 
In making the former. the entire door 
space may be utilized us a bed, or the 
beds may be arranged In the form of 
tiers or shelves. In low cellars or 
caves and Indeed wherever the amount 
of iloor space Is not the most Impor- 
tant consideration, it would be well to 
avoid the use of shelves, but where 
tho amount of door space Is an Impor- 
tant factor they may be adopted to 
advantage, although tho additional la- 
bor Involved in the growing of n crop 
under such conditions as an Item to bo 
considered. When shelves arc used 
one should be curoful to whitewash 
those after each crop In order to avoid 
tho Increased danger from insect dejn 
redntlons. In any case, flat beds 
should be made from 8 to 10 Inches 
deep. 

Itldgo bods enable one to get a 
somcwlmt greater surface space in a 
given area, but they are also more ex- 
pensive so far as tho labor of construc- 
tion -Is concerned. Nevertheless, they 
aro very desirable. 

When a bed Is In full bearing, tho 
mushrooms should- bo gathered at least 
once In two days, and it is well to 
pick them every day, particularly If 
tho temperature Is up to GO degrees 
Fahrenheit or more. Picking Is Itself 
an art, nnd the Intelligent grower will 
soon find that the yield of a bed may 
be greatly lessoned by lack of Judg- 
ment in picking. To satisfy the gen- 
eral demands of our markets at the 



fectlve mushrooms should Invariably 
be thrown out. Mushrooms should be 
treated as a first-grade product in ev- 
ery wuy, and therefore tho package 
must bo made an attractive one. Ship- 
ment should bo made In boxes of 
sizes demanded by the trude. Baskets 
afford excellent ventilation, yet boxes 
aro sometimes preferred. 

The prices paid for mushrooms In 
American markets are unusually vari- 
able. Perhaps It Is fair to say that 
one should consider from &5 to 50 
cents per pound a good average price. 
In muny cities or towns 30 cents would 
be as much as could be obtained. On 
the other hand, a prlco of 75 cents Is 
frequently puld. .The quotation of ono 
dollar or more Is not to bo expected. 
It Is true Uiat for a fine grade of 
mushrooms such prices ure puld to 
retailers by tho fancy trade and dur- 
ing special seasons or for special occa- 
sions. Tho grower may well look for 
the time, however, when the market 
demands will support a generous sup- 
ply at a constant but fair price. 

Under favorable circumstances n 
bed may come Into hearing within six 
weeks. It usually requires, however, a 
longer period, and eight weeks may 
more nearly represent the nverage 
conditions. If the conditions have beon 
variable, ami especially if -at times a 
very low temperature has prevailed, 
bearing may be still further delayed. 
Again, the period of production or the 
profitable "life" of n successful bed 
may vary greatly, ranging from live 
weeks to as many months. As a rule, 
a bed which produces fine, heuvy 
mushrooms will bear longer than one 
which yields plants of lighter weight. 
Many growers think that there Is 
profit in n bed which yields one-half 
pound per square foot of surface area. 
One should not be satisfied with less 
than this, nnd if the best conditions 
prevail this yield Is far below what 
should be obtulned.

m ASIIINGTON.— Visitors nt the United States National museum aro ex- 
it pressing much Interest In the new copper mine exhibit recently installed 
by the division of mineral technology; This exhibit consists of what Is known 

ns a stope from the Copper Queen 
mine at IJisbee, Ariz.,- one of the cele- 
brated copper mines of the world. 

Stoplng is the term applied to an 
actual mining process by which ore 
occurring In veins Is removed from a 
mine after It has been rendered ac- 
cessible by the necessary preliminary j 
excavation, namely the sinking of 
shafts and running drifts ; accordingly j 
a stope Is one of the many units em- j 
ployed In this form of mining. 

The stope on exhibition Is not 
merely a model, but an actual piece of the real mine, removed bodily, ore faces, 
timbering, chutes ami all. from Its original setting to a room In the division of 
mineral technology in the older National museum building. Accordingly, ns 
the visitor passes through the entrance Into the museum mine he finds himself, 
to all intents and purposes; In exactly the surroundings in which he would be 
placed were he to enter the Copper Queen mine cage at BIsbee, and descend tho 
shaft hundreds of feet into the depths of the earth to the working level and 
enter one of the slopes. The only difference Is that he need not enter the 
dusty cage nor descend to the bottom of the shaft.

It was a day of warm greetings 
for the Republican nominee " through- 
out, lie was met by a great crowd 
on his arrival and escorted through 
the city by nil automobile procession n 
mile and. a half loag. Thousands of 
men and women lined the streets 
through which he passed. And where- 
over he went throughout the day he 
was cheered. 

Mr. Hughes addressed the delega- 
tion of Welfare Workers and In order 
representatives of the Woman's party, 
employees of the Dodge automobile 
plant and the workers at the Cadillac 
plant. | 

To the sufTraglsts Mr. Hughes re- 
iterated his stand favoring the Anthony 
federal amendment. 

In the afternoon he attended the ball 
game between the Athletics and the 
Tigers and posed with Sam Crawford, 
Nap Lajole, Hughey Jennings and Ty 
Cobb for the movies. 

Witt, shortstop for Connie Mack's 
team, shook hands with Mr. Hughes, 
then went to bat and knocked out a 
home run. — 

In the morning nnd afternoon Mr. 
Hughes made four addresses, three of 
them dealing more or less with labor 
problems and matters of Industry. In 
all he declared his sympathy for the 
cause of labor and for some means of 
Industrial organization whereby the 
strife of labor and capital can be, 
avoided; The fourth was made to a 
gathering of suffragists, to whom he 
reiterated his advocacy of a federal 
sulTrage amendment. Mrs. Hughes 
stood beside him when he said this. 

Speaking' enrller to 40 maufacturers 
employing 100,(MM) men,, he praised 
them for their welfare work In the In- 
terest of employees. 

"We will get through with this old 
strife between labor and capital," he 
said. "Democracy cannot stand It. 
"We are not laborers and capitalists In 
. this country. We are fellow citizens." 
The candidate late'ln the afternoon 
motored to two largo automobile fac- 
tories nnd delivered brief talks. He 
repeated his declaration for the need 
for Industrial preparation for the 
period following the war, when, he 
said, the United States would face 
commercial competition fiercer than 
' ever before. 



New York, Aug. 8.— Settlement of 
the street car strike, which resulted 
again on Sunday In u complete suspen- 
sion of surface 'car trafile In all the 
boroughs of greater New York except 
Brooklyn, was announced by Mayor J. 
P. Mltchel. 

The announcement came after a 
number of conferences, Initiated by 
Mayor Mltchel, with the co-operation 
of Oscar S. Straus.

The Interborough Rapid Transit 
company announced thnt all Its em- 
ployees, numbering approximately 12,- 
000, will receive $1 per day extru pay 
until further notice. Tralllc In the sub- 
way and on the elevated railway lines, 
which are controlled by the later- 
borough, has been heavily Increased by 
die disturbed conditions on the surface 
roads. 

The most serious demonstration 
came when police reserves charged a 
crowd of strike sympathizers, said to 
have numbered at least 2,000, who 
were bombarding a street car with 
atones nnd attempting to rescue n pris- 
oner from a patrolman. Women nnd 
children hurled missiles from tenement 
house roofs. Police reserves arrived 
nnd cleared not only the street but the 
roofs us well. 

The police officials nsslgned two men 
to a car on some lines. The strike 
lusted two duys.

The last moments of the condemned 
man were not without IntereBL Over- 
night the public hangman, u man 
named Ellis of Rochdale, who Is a 
hairdresser when he Is aot bunging 
people, arrived nt the prison. Ellis 
received n fee .of £5 ($25) from the 
uudersherlff, who wns supposed to do 
the gruesome work, but under the tra- 
ditional custom had the privilege of 
hiring someone to do It for him. 

Early In the morning Ellis tested the 
scaffold with n bag of sand of exactly 
the same weight as Casement. The 
prisoner was aroused about seven 
o'clock, and. performing his toilet, re- 
ceived u visit from the governor of 
the prison, O. R. M. Davis. Then he 
was asked what he wanted for break- 
fast 

In the Inst moments Cnsement wns 
visited by n Roman Catholic priest— 
the prisoner recently embraced the 
Catholic faith. The two remained clos- 
eted together until a few minutes be- 
fore nine o'clock. 

Then u medical ofllcer, the under- 
sheriff and the hangman entered. The 
hangman lost no time commencing his 
duties. Sir Roger's nrais were 
strapped to his side and he took his 
place In the solemn procession to the 
scaffold, a short distance from the 
cell. As the procession moved on, the 
clergyman read the burial service. 

The condemned man stepped on the 
scaffold; his legs were pinioned, then 
the rope wns placed around his neck. 

Lastly the white hood was placed 
over the condemned man's head. 

While this was going on the chap- 
lain recited prayers, and with a few 
moments after arriving nt the scaf- 
fold the executioner touched the spring 
and the unfortunate man was hurled 
Into eternity.

London, Aug. R— The battle which 
has been raging on the Verdun front 
for three days turned In favor of the 
! French on Thursdny, with the greatest 
single victory for their arms chronicled 
at that point since the temporary re- 
capture of Fort Douaumont nenrly two 
months ago. As the result of the 
day's lighting the entire village of 
Fleury Is again In French hands as 
well as the whole system of trenches 
from Thlaumont to the village nnd ex- 
tending as for as hill 320. Berlin ad- 
mitted the advance of the French on 
a large portion of this front. 

The French victory, which was won 
on a line from n' point; half a mile 
north of Fort Souvllle northwesterly 
to Thlaumont, which lies almost due 
north of Verdun Itself, Is of Incalcu- 
lable value to the French defense. By 
the gain the pressure upon Fort Sou- 
vllle Is greatly relieved.

Petrogrnd, via London, Aug. 8.— Rus- 
sian attacks along the Sereth and Gra- 
berka rivers, south of Brody, In north- 
ern Gallcla, broke the Teutonic re- 
sistance and resulted la the capture by 
the Russluus of six villages and the 
entire ridge along which they are lo- 
cated, according to n war ofllce an- 
nouncement on Sunday. More than 
8,000 prisoners were taken. 

Berlin, Aug. 7.— The llupslans have 
been driven from the positions to 
which they were still clinging near 
Tareeze on the Stokhod, In southeast 
V&lhyuiu, according to the army head- 
quarters' statement on Sunday. 

German troops In the Carpathians 
are continuing their successful oper- 
ations. 



DANISH TREATY IS SIGNED 



Lansing and Minister Brun Ratify 
West Indies Sale— Details Tem- 
porarily Withheld. 

Wnshlngton, Aug. 7. — Secretary of 
State Lansing and Minister Brun of 
Denmark In New York on Friday signed 
the treaty between the United Stutes 
and Denmnrk under which this- country 
purchases the Danish West Indies for 
$25,000,000. 

Secretary Lansing Immediately no- 
tified Acting Secretary Polk, who made 
the announcement here. Details will 
not be given out, ofllclnls here said, 
until the treaty Is formally placed be- 
fore the United States and the Danish 
parliament for ratification. 



. Washington, Aug. 4. — Labor leaders 
representing employees of big trunk 
line rnllronds on Wednesdny notified 
the United States board of mediation 
and conciliation thnt the men had 
agreed to a resumption of confer- 
ences for settlement of all differences, 
the next meeting to be held in New 
Yorlc August 8. 

The agreement was a result of the 
board's lnformnl request several days 
ngo thnt the employees nnd employers 
try again to avoid n strike. 

Approximately half tho 400.000 bal- 
lots cast by the railroad employees In 
New York on the question of n nation- 
wide strike have been counted. A pre- 
ponderant number of those voting 
favor, striking. 

The lnrgest number of votes enst 
thus fur In fnvor of striking come from 
southern members. An ofllclnl of the 
Southern Association of Trainmen said 
OO^s per cent of tho members of four 
orders of rnllway workers of the South 
favor a strike. 



Detroit, Mich., Aug. 7.— Five desper- 
adoes, urmed with revolvers and rltles, 
held up and robbed the pay car of the 
Burroughs Adding Machine company 
on Friday within full view of hundreds 
of persons In the street and escaped 
with $87,000 In cash. Rudolph Cooper, 
one of the Burroughs guards, was shot 
and seriously wounded. 

One of the bundlts Is believed to be 
Clyde Stratton, who escaped Sunduy 
night from Jollet penitentiary. 

The bandits escaped In an automo- 
bile and ut last reports were driving 
toward the open country to the north, 
pursued closely by another car, while* 
several police cars were trailing. Coun- 
try officers from out In the state are 
rushing toward the band. 

Police headquarters have received 
no word from the police chasing the 
Burroughs bandits since five o'clock, 
when residents of Novl, 18 miles north- 
west, telephoned thnt they had seen a 
car containing five men going nt full 
speed to the north, cloBely followed by 
another car with two passengers. 

The robbery was the boldest crime 
of Its kind In the history of Detroit. 
It occurred on Burroughs avenue, be- 
tween Woodward and Cass avenues. 
Hundreds of employees' of the Cadillac 
Automobile company saw the holdup. 
The pay car containing the paymas- 
ter, Thomas Sheehnn. was returning 
to the Burroughs plant from a local 
bank, and It was followed by another 
car carrying armed guards. -The 
guards snld they were delayed In the 
defense of the pay car by the Idea that 
the holdup wns part of a motion pic- 
ture, nnd they did not attempt to In- 
terfere until It wns too late. 

As the pay car was passing the side 
of the Cadillac plant on Burroughs 
avenue a touring car drew up along- 
side nnd n mnn stepped out nnd or- 
dered the driver nnd paymaster to 
hold up their hands. 

Rudolph Cooper, the driver, grap- 
pled with the bandit, and by the time 
he had been overcome the guards 
drove up from behind nnd were met 
by four shots fired from Winchesters 
by the robbers. One of tho bullets en- 
tered Cooper's hip. The men then 
seized five of tho six ensh boxes.
